Moscow, 2 Apr.; Minister of 7 .7ar, Marl Chistov, declared before the Duma 
today that a state of 'Far exists between the Russian Fmpire and the 
Aus tr o-Hunga r i an Expire* Thi c j came as no surpise to anyone seeing that 
. aissian forces crossed the Austrian frontier almost 10 months, ago. 
Skirmishes anc cavalry clerks have been almost incessant since that' 



time; though no major Tattles have yet occurred. hoveiaent of the amies 
of ho-ch powers has been hampered by the usual fall mud end -inter snows 
ox _the Calician frontier, with the return of spring and "better weather, 
major war can not ffe long flelayed. The h'inister concluded his declaration 
of war speech, with the ringing statement that hussia would protect 
Sweden against the English at all costs. 

Cheers and parades rolled through the city this evening 
in celebration of the renewing of the Italo-Turko-P.ussian Treaty of 
liberation. The Sultan was not present, but the Duke of Greenwich was 
hear d to say, "Let European hungers be satisfied in Vienna".

Can a country cut the support given by one of its own forces, Por instance, 
if Germany plays, hunich hold- Silesia iwpporto Kunich; Prussia to 
Silesia. Is the Silesian support still good, or ion 1 t it? 

"The rulebook states: "If a unit ordered to support in a given 
•province is attached from a different province the unit disregards its 
order to support, 'turns to face the attacker 1 , and defends its own 
position. The unit that was to have received support then, of course, 
does not receive it." 

In the example given above there would be no doubt, if the 
Silesian and Prussian forces belonged to different powers: the support 
would 1 be' cut. Kou r ever # in the case of forces belonging to the same power, 
can the move indicated' be regarded as an attack? Perhaps we should 
regard it rather as a case of a relief column coning up to relieve the 
exhausted, troops. 

I cannot think of any circumstances in which the set of 
moves given as an illustration would be a sensible one for the player 
to make. However, it would not take- very prolonged search in the 
archives of Postal ."Diplomacy to fine examples of completely senseless^ _ 
moves. And 'one still mus,t know how the question is to be resolved if it 
occurs. I have' ref ereed for only a total of seven playing "years"; ye't 
I once received a set of moves the equivalent of tho above, fortunate- 
ly -for me, it made no difference to the outcome, in that particular case, 
whether the force concerned had support or not.

Two days before the deadline of one of the acmes 1 had a card from one of 
the players in it, saving that he had not received the previous issue 
of KiOB but that he had heard from another player that it was out. 
Of course I sent him a replacement copy immediately^ but with only 
two "days to go before the deadline it war; obvious that he would not 
receive it in time for him to make his -noves. So I tried phoning 
him. I got three different wrong numbers b ef ore I eventually got 
through to the flayer, 

The Post Office is far from infallible; cases, of this nature 
may happen again, I hope not, Lut it ie well to be prepared for the 
worst.
